The new-look cafe-bar will boast edge walls made of glass, timber frames and a host of 
environmentally-friendly features. 

Cllr Nigel Collor, of Dover District Council, said: "This represents a major boost for Deal seafront, 
for the future of the town and for the whole district."

FAST-FERRY operator SpeedFerries 
has announced a substantial rise in 
the cost of its Channel crossings due 
to soaring fuel prices. 

And fears are growing that other ferries could 
also up their prices or even close down following 
the big rise in the cost of crude oil. 

Already, Scottish company Superfast is calling 
it a day on its Fife to Zeebmgge crossing, with 
high fuel prices blamed for the decision. 

Now, starting this month, customers using the 
Speedferries Dover to Boulogne service can 
expect a hike in the rate on all ticket types. 

In a letter to its customers, chief executive offi¬ 
cer, Curt Stavis, wrote: “The world has experi¬ 
enced yet another dramatic rise in the cost of fiiel. 

“The environmentally-fnendly diesel used by 
us has been affected the most and we are now 
looking at a scenario whereby the price is more 
than twice that of last year. 

“Although for some time SpeedFenies absorbed 
this increased cost, there is really no alternative 
but to pass on a proportion of this price to our cus¬ 
tomers.” 

Other ferry companies across the country have 
said they will try to absorb the costs, with others 
withdrawing some of their services. 

Mr Stavis wrote: “I expect the price level of all 
ferry crossings on the Channel, and everywhere 
else, to rise significantly and I fear this situation 
may very well be permanent.” 

But a spokesman from ferry operator P&O 
Ferries said the rising cost of oil would not affect 
its prices. 

He said: “Our business model is completely dif¬ 
ferent to that of SpeedFerries. 

“They are like the Eas34et of the sea - a low-cost

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Kebab house 
closing time 
wrangle will 
go to court

A KEBAB shop in Deal 
could have its opening hours 
cut after reports of antisocial 
behaviour by customers. 

A decision has already been made 
to change Deal Kebab and Pizza 
House’s Sam closing time, but the 
owner of the High Street site is going 
to court to challenge it. 

Deal town councillor Bryan Hen¬ 
derson had called for a licence review 
after 10 years of alleged problems. 

He said: “I’ve only been here four 
years, but I’ve heard that trouble has 
been going on since the 1990s. 

“People have been putting objec¬ 
tions in for a while about the late 
hours, although this is the first time 
the case has gone to court. 

“Nobody’s pushed it before, but if I 
make a promise to people I go 
through with it. There’s been a lot of 
support and we have a good case.” 

Alleged problems include noise, 
violence and kebabs being pushed 
through letterboxes. 

Residents complained to the dis¬ 
trict cormcil and after a licence review 
the closing time of Sam was changed 
to midnight during the week and 
lam on Fridays and Saturdays. 

However, owner Mehmet Gurbuz 
has lodged an appeal against that 
decision. In the meantime the shop 
can continue trading at its old hours. 

Tony Bartlett, licensing manager at 
Dover District Council, said: “Deal 
Kebab and Pizza House was 
reviewed three months ago. 

“Mr Henderson called for the 
review and it was backed by resi¬ 
dents. There is allegedly a fair 
amount of noise and problems com¬ 
ing from the premises. 

“As a result the hours were cut, but 
following an appeal by the owner

normal hours have resumed until the 
appeal is heard and determined.” 

Mr Gurbuz, who lives in Ramsgate, 
was rmavadable for comment despite 
Yourdover trying to contact him. 

The appeal hearing had been sched¬ 
uled for Folkestone court tomorrow 
(Thursday), but this has been cancel¬ 
led and it wUl be held at a later date.

operator which opts for speed. 
Because of how fast it travels, their 
ferry bums considerable amounts of 
fiiel. 

“The other problem is the fiiel it 
uses is high-performance and very 
expensive - it’s like a sports car. 
SpeedFerries is very vulnerable to oil 
costs. 

“Our biggest concern is how big we 
build our ferries. We have restaur¬ 
ants, shops and a club-class lounge 
for our customers to use if they wish - 
our ferries are very different to 
SpeedFerries.” 

P&O also has the advantage of 
freight traffic averaging 70-80 tmcks 
on each crossing, whereas the fast 
Dover to Boulogne ferry is smaller 
and offers just a car service. 

However, staff at French ferry oper¬ 
ator SeaFrance have admitted cer¬ 
tain changes taking place due to the 
high cost of oil. 

A spokesperson told Yourdover: ‘We 
currently do have a fiiel surcharge on 
coach bookings but not on our other 
tickets. 

“This surcharge is because of the 
high cost of fiiel.”

Flooding is 'constant 
worry' as lake keeps 
appearing in street

RESIDENTS living in a street in 
Walmer are “fed up” as yet another 
bout of rainfall has created a lake 
outside their homes. 

Following last week’s downpour, more than 
two feet of water was recorded in Church 
Street, leaving locals ever-more concerned 
about the situation. 

Harold Wyld, founder of the Walmer com¬ 
munity website and a resident of Church 
Street, spoke to Yourdover about the “constant 
worry” felt by occupants. 

He said: “I’m lucky enough to live slightly 
away from the part of the road that floods, but 
I’ve seen how bad it gets. People are absolute¬ 
ly fed up with the situation. 

“There’s a dip in the road and water from the 
surrounding area converges here outside a 
number of houses. 

“These are all old terraced properties with 
low thresholds and all of them have base¬ 
ments which water gets into.” 

Flooding in Church Street has been happen¬ 


ing for years, but despite work carried out by 
Southern Water two years ago to try to 
improve the road guUies, nothing has worked. 

Residents have since contacted Southern 
Water to ask that the matter be dealt with, but 
as of yet nothing has been done. 

Mr Wyld said: “All they say is they^re inves¬ 
tigating the situation, but something needs to 
be done. 

“This is more than just a trickle - it’s getting 
into people’s properties.” 

As well as permanent sandbags in the 
street, residents affected by the flooding have 
been given Road Closed signs by Kent 
Highways to put out when flooding occurs to 
stop cars driving through. 

If a car drives down the street when flooded. 


it causes a wave of water which then rises 
above the sandbags. 

As well as the dip in the road, Mr Wyld firm¬ 
ly believes development arormd the area has 
contributed to the problem. 

He said: “Now the fields are built on, there’s 
nowhere for the water to soak in - it can’t be 
absorbed by concrete.” 

A spokesperson at Southern Water said: 
“Due to intense rainfall. Church Street was 
affected by excess surface water which over¬ 
whelmed the sewerage system with more 
water than it is designed to deal with. 

‘We are carrying out investigations to find 
the exact cause of the flooding in this area and 
will investigate where and if improvements to 
the system can be made.” 


Campaign gave 
us a safer spring 

MORE than 100 young people were 
stopped by police in Dover and Deal as part 
of the Safer Spring campaign. 

Officers also confiscated 33 bottles and 
cans of alcohol from rmderage drinkers. 

Extra officers have been patrolling areas 
where young people are known to congre¬ 
gate and cause trouble, and licensing 
checks have been carried out to make sure 
alcohol is not being sold to under-18s. 

Inspector Paul Ludwig from the 
Neighbourhood Policing and Crime 
Reduction Unit, said: We have taken the 
names and details of a number of young 
people who were drinking illegally in a pub¬ 
lic place. 

We will monitor the situation and if they 
are caught again we will take further 
action.” 

The Safer Spring Campaign was 
launched at the end of March to tackle anti¬ 
social behaviour and burglary. 

The scheme ran until the end of May, but 
officers will continue with patrols in nui¬ 
sance areas while Kent Police work on 
plans for a summer campaign.

Four taken to 
hospital after 
smash on A20 


French are good sports 
as they take home the 
cross-Channel trophy 


RESCUE crews rushed to the 
scene after four vehicles were 
involved in a crash near the 
Roundhill Tunnels on the A20 just 
outside Folkestone. 

Firefighters discovered two cars 
and two foreign-registered HGVs 
had been involved in the incident 
after they received an alert at 
about 1.20pm yesterday (Tuesday). 

The incident took place in thick 
fog and police closed off the access 
roads to enable emergency vehicles 
to reach the scene. 

Four people were taken to 
William Harvey Hospital suffering 
serious but not fatal injuries. 

Roads were due to be reopened at 
5pm, in time for the evening rush- 
hour. 

A police spokeswoman said: “The 
accident took place on the coast- 
bound carriageway of the A20, 
which was immediately closed off. 

“Other nearby roads were also 
closed to traffic. Firefighters, police, 
ambulance workers and the air 
ambulance all attended the scene.” 

The incident took place in an 
area where last year a 170-vehicle 
pile-up occm-red, again in fog. 

This crash resulted in the death 
of Derek Bostock, from Cheriton, 
and following an investigation 13 
motorists were prosecuted for dan¬ 
gerous driving, including Hungar¬ 
ian lorry driver Gabor Frank.

Port growth plans 
move to next level

DOVER Harbour Board has 
started the third round of consul¬ 
tation for its new terminal and 
marina project. 

Plans for the £420 million development 
include four new ferry berths and a new 
marina at the Western Docks. 

The finds of an Environmental Impact 
Assessment (EIA) were made available during 
an exhibition on Tuesday last week, when 
members of the public had the opportunity 
to question representatives about the plans. 

The EIA looks at a number of different fac¬ 
tors, including soil quality, coastal processes, 
marine ecology, tourism, recreation and 
sustainability. 

The harbour board is now working through 
the findings of the work and as a result certain 
proposals are being looked into. 


These include the extension of Admiralty Pier 
by 100 metres to improve wave climate in the 
harbour, and the reduction of Prince of Wales 
Pier by 80m to improve navigational access. 

Another part of the development will be to 
create a navigable channel between the new 
marina and existing Wellington Dock. 

Through the EIA it was also discovered that 
protected marine fauna and flora species were 
rmlikely to be detrimentally affected and the 
visual impact of the development would be 
slight through sensitive design and choice of 
materials. 

Partnership 

Bob Goldfield, the port’s chief executive, 
said: “Plans move apace as we go towards 
the planning. 

“This is very much a partnership between 
us, Dover District Council, SEEDA and the 
other agencies involved. It’s not a speculative 
build but a very necessary build. 

‘We are hoping everyone will be happy and 
this consultation is being held to explain 


things to the public. So far, people have been 
open-minded.” 

Through the development of the Western 
Docks, an estimated 1,000 jobs will be created, 
and there should be big improvements to con¬ 
ditions in the harbour. 

Mr Goldfield said: “Capacity at the Eastern 
Docks ferry terminal is running out and the 
forecasts are for growth in both freight and 
tourist traffic. 

We would like to have Terminal 2 open by 
2013, or Dover is set to be faced with some very 
difficult traffic management challenges.” 

The port was required to carry out the EIA as 
part of an environmental statement to accom¬ 
pany its planning application. 

Mr Goldfield said: We already knew a lot 
about the environment in the harbour through 
our industry-leading monitoring work. Now we 
recognise how important it is to leave no stone 
unturned in this critical area.” 

Funding for the project is coming from DHB, 
but joining up with a third-party investor is a 
possibility. 



REDCOATS MAN THE RAMPARTS 
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The crash of musket fire resounded around 
the Napoleonic fort on Dover's Western 
Heights at the weekend as spectators saw a 
re-creation of the massive structure's years 
of active service. 

The fortress was built during the 19th 
century when the threat of invasion from 
France was very real. Since then it has served 
as a military base during both world wars, but 
it is now abandoned. 

Although open to visitors all year, the 
weekend saw the normally shut galleries, 
armouries and ramparts made accessible, 
along with the Grand Shaft, which links the 
Heights to the town's docks. 

Re-creating the era of the Napoleonic war 
were military enthusiasts from Folkestone, 
Dover, Thanet and Faversham - they dressed in 
the famous redcoats worn by the 1st Regiment 
of Grenadier Guards at the Battle of Waterloo 
in 1815.

THE Waiting Miner on Dover 
seafront is “going home” following 
a imanimous decision by Dover 
District Council. 

The statue, commissioned by the Central 
Electricity Board, will be moved to the 
entrance of Fowlmead Country Park, near 
Deal, next to the Miner’s Way Trail, which 
many deem to be its rightful home. 

The move follows an 18 month-long Move 
The Miner campaign, which called for the 
famous figure to be located somewhere that 
more represented all the mining communi¬ 
ties in east Kent. 

Despite people from original mining vil¬ 
lages hoping it would go to them, Gary Cox, 
chairman of the Move The Miner group, 
believes it is now in a place that can benefit 
everyone. 

He said: “The statue was originally com¬ 
missioned to thank the miners and the min¬ 
ing communities of Kent. 

“It was never meant for one individual 
place, but at the time of its donation to the 
council there was no place for it, so it was put 
on Dover seafront next to the National Coal 
Board offices. 

“Now it’s going to be put next to the Miner’s 
Way Trail and will benefit all those who visit, 
as well as encouraging others to come and 
see it.” 


Mr Cox, who worked at the Betteshanger 
colliery, said the problem with having just 
one statue meant that only one place was 
granted the honour. 

But despite opposition fi"om other mining 
communities in the district its final place has 
been chosen and preparations, including get¬ 
ting planning permission, will begin. 

Mr Cox said: “We’ve cautiously and careful¬ 
ly stated om- arguments and explained that 
although we understand why other villages 
would want it, it can only go to one place. 

“Every mining community has their rea¬ 
sons that the statue should go to them, but 
we believe it should be used for the good of 
the whole of Kent.” 

The statue, which has sat on Dover 
seafront since 1997, was originally located at 
Richborough power station in 1966 to com¬ 
mend the miners of Kent for their hard work 
in keeping the station working. 

When it closed, the Central Electricity 
Board donated it to Dover District Council 
and it was placed next to the National Coal 
Board offices, which have since been closed. 

Mr Cox said: “Having the statue next to the 
Miner’s Way Trail will mean thousands of 
people will see it. 

“As well as being on the A258, the cycle 
path at Fowlmead is getting to be heavily 
involved in the Olympics, so visitors from all 
around will see it, too.” 

It is envisaged that the statue will be 
moved by next year, with floodlights, security 
cameras and information stones telling the 
history of the four Kent pits alongside. 



Univeristy to benefit 
from charitable effort 

EAST Kent Freemasons have donated a stag¬ 
gering £56,500 to the University of Kent for 
groundbreaking research into Acute Myeloid 
Leukaemia. 

The funds, given on behalf of the Free¬ 
mason’s Grand Charity, were presented to 
Dr Peter Nicholls and Dr Dan Lloyd of the 
university by the Provincial Grand Master of 
East Kent, Michael Robin Bailey. 

On receiving the cheque. Dr Nicholls said 
funding from charity rather than the normal 
research funding was both humbling and 
gratifying. 

He and his colleagues at the University of 
Kent in Canterbury are exploring the use of 
a new technique which could possibly kill can¬ 
cer cells more effectively than chemotherapy. 

The technique, called radioimmunotherapy, 
has already been used successfully to treat 
patients with lymphoma. 

Almost 2,000 people are diagnosed with the 
disease in Britain each year, which makes it 
one of the most common forms of leukaemia.

Who or what brought you to the Dover district? 


A I’m Dovorian bom and bred. I went to 
school at St Martin’s Primary and Astor 
Secondary. 

I have worked in a local bank, at the old 
borstal, for Kent County Council (twice, in 
education and adult social services), had a 26- 
year career in customer service with British 
Gas before it split up and worked in records 
management at Pfizer Research 
They were the day jobs,, but I was also a 
mobile DJ and radio presenter, first as a 
‘pirate’, then legitimately, including a brief 
stint on Radio Caroline when its ship was 
stranded in Dover in 1992. 

I went on to be part of temporary stations 
Shepway Sound and White Cliffs Sound, and 
one of the founders of full-time station 
Neptune Radio, now part of the KM-fm net¬ 
work. I’m now retired but keeping busy. 

As well as being spokesman for the 
Association of British Drivers & N02ID, I am 
also a member of the Freedom Association and 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance. 




What is your favourite thing about the area? 


A lt’s a beautiful location to call home... the 
countryside, the cliffs, the busy harbour - 
steeped in interesting history with a castle in 
a class of its own. Despite the clone high 
streets, east Kent’s towns manage to retain 
some individual character. We are both far 


enough away and conveniently near London, 
and the Continent is on the doorstep, giving 
Dover a cosmopolitan feel for a town of its size. 

Q lf there was anything you could change about Dover, 
what would it be? 

A As local representative of the Association of 
British Drivers and member of the Dover 
A20 Action Group I want Dover to get the 
improved road transport links that a premier 
port needs and deserves. 

An improved A20 and a major upgrading of 
the A2, including a Whitfield bypass - plus 
A258 improvements. Calais, after aU, is served 
by three motorways and avoids most of our 
port traffic problems. 

These and other suggestions I have put for¬ 
ward as part of the council’s Local Develop¬ 
ment Framework consultation. 

Q Aside from the transport links, what else would you like 
to see happen in the town? 

I would like to see a spirit of co-operation 
/rd between the town and port rather than the 
animosity I come across, with the port being 
accused of doing nothing for the town. I believe 
the port does a lot for the town, not least in 
emplo 3 mient provision. 

They were prepared to finance and build 
freight buffer zones but forced by local oppo¬ 
sition to put plans aside. 

The successful port needs to grow and thrive 
and deserves om- support because it supports 
us. This can be done while at the same time 
enhancing the town. 


Q Can you tell me about the campaign N02ID and how 
successful you think it has been so far? 

n N02ID is a national non-party campaign 
irt opposing compulsory ID cards and the 
database state that lurks behind them. I 
believe passionately in personal privacy, liber¬ 
ties, freedom of the individual (under the law) 
and keeping state intrusion at a healthy arm’s 
length - all threatened by the ID scheme, so I 
joined N02ID and I started its Dover branch. 

Q What are the main points you put across in your cam¬ 
paign? 

A Space does not permit me to state all our 
arguments, but anyone is welcome to see at 
www.no2id.net, or, if they find us in the street, 
to take our leaflets. We have succeeded up to a 
point making our views known, but the 
Government keeps quiet about the ‘devils in 
the details’, limiting our effect. 

Many people don’t realise how it could affect 
them. They think it’s just a card, when in fact 
the National Identity Register, and its poten¬ 
tial to link to other Government, and even 
commercial, databases makes for worse fraud 
risk and won’t deter terrorism or illegal immi¬ 
gration - and we now know that they can’t be 
trusted to keep our details safe and secure. 

Those very personal details and the record to 
be kept of card use will eventually create a 
record of virtually every move you make, 
‘tagged and tracked’ like a criminal, with the 
potential for ever more control of those moves 
by any future government. If that isn’t 
Orwellian, what is?

MOTORISTS across the county 
have been urged to join a protest 
against a planned 50 per cent price 
hike in toll charges at the Dartford 
River Crossing. 

The rise in the fee from £1 to £1.50 to enter 
or leave Kent by the River Thames follows an 
18-month public consultation into the future of 
charging and is expected to be introduced in 
the autumn. 

This is despite the original cost of building 
the two tunnels under the River Thames and 
the QE2 Bridge over it having been met in 2002 
- with the legal authority to charge a toll expir¬ 
ing in April 2003. 

The toll is being regarded by critics as anoth¬ 
er stealth tax on motorists. But supporters say 
drivers will save money in the period between 
10pm and Gam, when crossings will be free. 

Gordon Henderson, the Conservative parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Sittinghourne and 
Sheppey wants families in Kent to sign an 
online petition calling for Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown to scrap the charge. 

Scandal 

He said: “Most motorists in Kent use the 
Dartford Crossing at some time and many peo¬ 
ple use it regularly. 

“It is a scandal that although the cost of con¬ 
structing the crossing was covered years ago, 
we poor motorists are still being stung for 
almost £100 million each and every year. 

“To propose increasing the cost by 50 per cent 
is quite simply daylight robbery.” 

The crossing between Dartford and Thurrock 
is operated jointly by Le Crossing Company Ltd 
and the Department for Transport. 

A DfT spokesman said that scrapping the 
charge would be counterproductive and that 
compromises were already in place. 

He said: “We recognise that traffic levels are 


bad, but we are already taking steps to try to 
reduce the level of congestion through the Dart 
Tag scheme and dropping charges at night. 

“Our modelling shows that at peak times the 
bridge and trmnels can be overwhelmed, so the 
fee is intended more as a congestion charge, 
which is then lifted at quieter times.” 

The department says that congestion levels 
would rise if the ‘user fee’ for the bridge and 
trmnels was scrapped and is keeping the origi¬ 
nal £1 charge for those drivers using its pre¬ 
paid Dart Tag system. 

However, the online petition on the No 10 
Downing Street website states that removing 
the toll booths would significantly reduce the 


amount of traffic queuing up on either side. 

It also states that the exhaust fumes generat¬ 
ed by the cars waiting in line cause unneces¬ 
sary environmental damage and that the 
delays add extra expense to business and 
transport costs. The latest demand on drivers 
comes as the Government is facing mounting 
pressure over rising fuel costs. 

As KOS Media reported last week, almost 
100 truckers from Kent joined a fleet of 500 lor¬ 
ries which converged on Downing Street to 
protest at the cost of diesel for haulage firms. 

Mr Brown has since warned that high oil 
prices are here to stay, following a meeting with 
industry bosses last week. 


Police to get 
more beat 
time with 
hand-helds 

KENT POLICE has been chosen as 
one of 27 forces across the UK to 
receive funding so it can invest in 
hand-held computers. 

The force will receive £1.9 million in 
funding to cover the costs of 1,100 
portable computers for patrol officers. 

A further 150 mobile information 
devices will be installed in marked 
police cars. Nationwide the scheme is 
costing a total of £50 million. 

The new devices will allow officers on 
patrol to access police databases and 
complete some of their necessary 
paperwork without having to return to 
a police station. 

Supporters of the scheme say this 
will allow them to have more time on 
the front line and some of the equip¬ 
ment has already been trialled success¬ 
fully across the cormty. 

Technology 

Assistant Chief Constable Steve 
Harris said: “Officers have to 
spend time accessing police database 
systems and completing paperwork in 
police stations rather than spending 
time on om streets, where they are 
most needed. 

“While paperwork is a necessity for 
every force, this initiative will help 
officers use their time effectively and 
allow access to database systems while 
remaining a visible presence within 
the community.” 

Policing Minister Tony McNulty said: 
“We are investing in new technology to 
make crime-fighting more effective and 
to save officers’ time. 

“This £50m capital fund will deliver 
10,000 mobile data devices to forces 
nationwide. 

“It is just one element of a range of 
improvements we are delivering to cut 
unnecessary bureaucracy, exploit new 
technologies and enable police officers 
to spend more time on front-line 
policing.”

THIS year is the 50th 
anniversary of the Kent 
Wildlife Trust and it is to 
be marked by the biggest 
environmental survey of 
the county ever made. 

The trust, which has Absolutely 
Fabulous actress Joanna Lumley 
as its patron, manages 60 natm-e 
reserves covering 7,500 acres. 

During the year a total of 
800,000 copies of This Is Your 
Wildlife Survey 2008 will be dis¬ 
tributed to households. 

The survey asks seven ques¬ 
tions covering issues such as the 
importance of wildlife sites and 
the animals, birds and fish which 
live there, the role of councils and 
other bodies in protecting the nat¬ 
ural environment, what more 
needs to be done in this field and 
the importance of the countryside 
in political terms. 

It also includes a calendar of 
events and details of the trust 
itself, which manages a range of 
habitats, including coastal areas, 
woodland, downland, forest and 
marsh as well as rivers and lakes. 


Chief executive John Bennett 
says he feels the findings of the 
survey will prove valuable in 
pointing the way forward for work 
to preserve the county’s natural 
heritage for coming generations. 

He said: ‘We’ve been protecting 
wildlife in the Garden of England 
for 50 years now and we want to 
ensure the next 50 years are even 
more productive. We want to 


know what people think to inform 
the work of both the trust and the 
county’s decision-makers.” 

The first 135,000 leafiets will be 
delivered in the coming weeks 
across the east of the county. 

A series of events called This Is 
Your Wildlife is being held across 
the county to mark the trust’s 
50th anniversary. 

The next major event will see a 


free family day being held at the 
trust’s largest nature reserve, 
which includes the area around 
Sandwich and Pegwell Bays. 

It takes place on the weekend of 
June 21-22 from 10am to 4pm, 
when visitors can take part in 
guided walks, classes in wildlife, 
specialist photography and activi¬ 
ties for children at different areas 
of the reserve. 

The area includes beaches, salt- 
marshes, sand-dunes and mud¬ 
flats, which are home to an inter¬ 
nationally important selection of 
birds, particularly waders and 
wildfowl. 

Hrmdreds of visitors were also 
treated to a wildlife display earli¬ 
er this month at the first This Is 
Your Wildlife event. 

The trust’s Harden Meadow 
nature reserve, near Staplehurst, 
was opened to the public so they 
could see thousands of green¬ 
winged orchids combined with 
masses of buttercups as the per¬ 
fect backdrop to displays of 
wildlife. 

Slices of the largest birdseed 
cake ever made and which mark¬ 
ed the trust’s 50th anniversary 
were served to visitors. 

The cake was made at the 
trust’s Tyland Bam headquarters 
near Maidstone. 


High Speed One could become Continental 


EUROTUNNEL is considering putting in a 
bid to buy the new high-speed rail line which 
will link towns in the county with London 
from 2009. 

Franchise operators like South East Trains 
would then pay Eurotunnel, which owns and 
runs the Channel Tunnel, to use the fast track. 

The move comes after the company complet¬ 
ed an internal restructuring which has 
restored it to financial health by rearranging 
existing financial commitments. 


Making an offer for the rail link between 
London St Pancras and the Channel Tunnel is 
a natural move for Eurotunnel, which already 
counts Eurostar as a client, according to 
bosses at the cross-Channel link operator. 

The new rail line - called High Speed One - 
will cut journey times to London from towns 
such as Ashford, Folkestone, Canterbury and 
Ramsgate by about a half of the existing 
timetable. It will also make Medway quicker 
to get to from the City of London than places 


in the capital itself, such as Clapham and 
Wimbledon - traditionally affluent suburbs. 

Eurotunnel boss Jacques Gounon said he 
would be looking at ways of growing the busi¬ 
ness, including the bid for the high-speed line 
when it is put up for sale in the coming 
months by Government-backed London and 
Continental Railways. 

“Eurotrmnel now has a strong balance sheet. 
We will certainly consider the high-speed line,” 
said Mr Gounon.

Warning: cure is 
great, but still 
wash your hands 


THE news that scientists could be on the 
brink of a cure for MRSA has been broadly 
welcomed by a hygiene and infection con¬ 
trol campaigner. 

A research firm based in Brighton is 
already carrying out human trials on the 
dmg and claimed its discovery could be 
used in hospital wards to prevent spread of 
the infection by 2011 and within six years 
could cure patients. 

But Tony Charlton, whose mother-in-law 
was one of 90 patients to die during super¬ 
bug outbreaks at hospitals in Maidstone 
and Tunbridge Wells, urged caution. 

He said: “I was delighted by the news and 
the possibility it could be used for 
Clostridium difficile in the future. 

“My only reservation is, will it stop people 
concentrating on basic hygiene? If some¬ 
thing can be cured, then people tend to pay 
less attention to the basics.” 

Mr Charlton, who has been campaigning 
tirelessly to raise awareness about super¬ 
bugs since the untimely death of his “very 
fit and active” 86-year-old loved one, com¬ 
pared the discovery of a cure to the over¬ 
reliance on antibiotics. 

New cures and treatments are needed 
now because infections have become resist¬ 
ant to antibiotics, he said. 

MRSA, which killed 134 people in Kent 
between 2002 and 2006, causes fewer 
deaths than C diff but can leave people 
severely disabled. 

KOS Media is running a campaign to 
promote basic hygiene at home and in hos¬ 
pitals and healthcare centres across the 
county. 

Simply washing your hands is currently 
the best way to help healthcare profession¬ 
als beat superbugs.

HOPEFUL young actors at Sandwich 
Technology School have taken on the 
form of kung-fii fighters in a 1970s-style 
short film. 

Directed by the school’s resident film maker, 
Bruce Partleton, the feature, entitled Tiny 
Fists, uses a Bruce Lee-style format, including 
dubbing, acrobatic fight scenes and martial 
arts weaponry. 

Stephen Sawtell, media coordinator at the 
school, is assisting Mr Partleton and together 
they spent a week filming each scene with the 
students. 

Mr Partleton said: “I’ve already made two 
short films with older pupils and after my col¬ 
leagues suggested I start a film club with year 
eight pupils, I thought I’d do the same with 
them. 

“The idea for a kung-fu film comes from my 
childhood. I was brought up on it - my Dad 
was really into it. 

“These days though kids watch movies like 
The Matrix and Kill Bill which aren’t really 
the same. 

“It was great filming a 70s-style kung-fii 
movie with year eights as at 13-years-old 
theyre energetic and very agile. 

“Each one of the 16 pupils involved has a dif¬ 
ferent look and it’s through this we decided on 
their characters.” 

Mr Partleton, who has worked with Brenda 
Blethyn on another of his short films. The 
Drama Room, sees the project as a very per¬ 
sonal thing. 

He said: “For me this is about making a film 
and nothing else. My passion has passed over 
to the kids and that’s what’s inspired them. 

“They never stopped contributing during 
filming and were full of ideas.” 

Fight sequences in the film were choreo¬ 


graphed with the help of Mr Partleton’s 
knowledge of martial arts, in which he trained 
years ago. 

Costumes, props and even a rickshaw were 
created with the help of the technology depart¬ 
ment in the school, and the in-house band. 
Audio Shock, and the music teacher assisted 
with the soundtrack. 

Different locations were also used to shoot 
the scenes, including Kearsney Abbey, Gazen 
Salts Nature Reserve and the Guildhall in 
Sandwich. 


Mr Sawtell said: “We were really lucky with 
the weather as it was sunny and we wanted it 
to be an over-the-top colourful and bright pro¬ 
duction. 

“It’s definitely a film worthy of promotion.” 

Mr Partleton said: “This is a visual, artistic 
feast of a comedy for those who watch it and 
I’m looking forward to the kids seeing it com¬ 
pleted on July 9. 

“There’s still so much editing to do though - 
a 20 second fight scene can take hours to do 
and the film runs for 40 minutes.”

Homophobia lives despite 
progress in recent years 


MAY 17 marked International Day 
Against Homophobia and there 
were events to coincide with it 
across the UK and around the 
world. 

The day and organisation were started by 
French gay man Louis George-Tin a few years 
ago, based on the 1990 decision by the World 
Health Organisation to de-list homosexuality 
as a mental disorder. 

The event has happened annually since, but 
a lot of campaign work is done in between. 

Why do we need to continue with efforts to 
challenge such bigotry?, some may ask. After 
all, given the advances made in lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender (LGBT) rights in the 
past few years, surely things are far better 
than they were? 

Unfortunately, things are not as rosy as they 
may seem. Last year, LGBT campaign group 
Stonewall published a disturbing report into 
the abuse suffered by LGBT school students, 
or those who are perceived as being gay. 


It found that more than 60 per cent are sub¬ 
ject to regular abuse and threats, including 
one in six receiving ‘death threats’. 

Despite the need to tackle this, the Govern¬ 
ment hasn’t put teaching about LGBT issues, 
along with sex education in general, on the 
National Curriculum. 

True, it has sent out strong guidelines to all 
secondary schools via county councils (KCC 
did so immediately), but the response has been 
patchy at best. 

Stonewall published a report which clearly 
showed the high level of discrimination and 
abuse in the workplace for LGBT adults. 

Religions, both fundamentalist and main¬ 
stream clergy/scholars alike, continue to issue 
anti-LGBT statements. 

There was a demonstration at Rochester 
Cathedral on May 17 challenging the Bishop 
of Rochester’s homophobic remarks. 

Last year the bishop (the Rt Rev Dr Michael 
Nazir-Ali) spoke against gay adoptions and 
civil partnerships, and then complained about 
US gay bishop Gene Robinson. 


However, as Dr Nazir-Ali has suffered abuse 
and threats because he converted from Islam 
to Christianity, we asked him why he was still 
so rmsympathetic to LGBT people. 

He was challenged to attend the Lambeth 
Conference in Canterbury to meet Bishop 
Robinson, who is coming over uninvited. 

Finally, Kent Police and the Crown Prose¬ 
cution Service, who have both made great 
strides in developing new contacts, policies 
and attitudes towards LGBT people since 
1997, held a diversity seminar on May 17. 

The speaker was Ben Summerskill, chief 
executive officer of Stonewall, and the meeting 
was opened by Deputy Chief Constable Adrian 
Lepper. 

These efforts and more will continue - they 
are very necessary if our societies are ever to 
remove fully the scourge of bigotry, whether 
against LGBT or indeed minority groups.

Can you tell me a little bit about yourself? 

I was born in Canterbury and have lived in Kent for most 
of my life. I've worked in the arts for over eight years 
and been involved in arts management since 2002.1 
moved to Dover last year when my mother. Sue, and I 
founded the White Nave community interest company - 
set up to provide support for artists and to bring art to 
the heart of communities in Kent. 


Wbat is Cbarlton Art Centre and wby was it set up? 

Charlton Art Centre has been created by property group 
Targetfollow, which owns the Charlton Shopping Centre 
and is committed to encouraging and supporting art in 
communities. We have an agreement with the group to 
manage, in partnership, the day to day running of this 
new arts space in Dover. 

Wbat is your role witbin tbe centre? 

Although we have no funding as yet and will not receive 
any payment for our services, we have a large project 
space within the centre at a reduced rent. This will 
provide a base for our Artists' Fulcrum membership 
group to support graduated fine artists and will enable 
us to deliver our community workshops and projects 
that respond to local needs, interests and cultures. 
Despite the lack of funds, this was an opportunity for 
Dover that we could not pass on. 

Wbat do you tbink it will bring to Dover? 

There's a plethora of research on the positive effect the 
arts have on social cohesion and economic success and 
regeneration. However, economic, social and environ¬ 
mental regeneration are about communities and life at a 
local level. Art is a great communicator, it is open to all 
and will help our communities develop a sense of 
belonging and ownership of the town's regeneration.

AFTER eight weeks of sporadic 
additions to the inaugural Hop 
Farm Festival, the line-up is final¬ 
ly complete. 

The last place on the bill - for all you Guess 
Those Bands addicts out there - was given to 
Carbon/Silicon, a punk rock quartet boasting 
former Clash superstar Mick Jones. 

Unfortrmately there was no room available 
for my GTB prediction of Belinda Carlisle. 
Accordingly, I scored no points. 

While clearly angered/disappointed that fes¬ 
tival organisers overlooked Mrs Carlisle, 
famed for worldwide smash hits such as 
Heaven is a Place on Earth, Circle in the Sand 
and (We Want) The Same Thing, the line-up is 
still incredibly strong.

“Bands rely on live performances much more 
than they did in previous years, the market is 
changing and I think the bigger bands will 
have a lot more input into the festivals 
because it is clear they could do their own fes¬ 
tivals if they want to.”

Express travel is elegant

WE are all sophisticated train trav¬ 
ellers these days - able to appreciate 
elegant cabins, gourmet dinners 
with fine wines and discreetly atten¬ 
tive service. 

At least we are if we can afford the fares 
charged by Orient Express. And what really 
knocks your socks off is the sheer childish thrUl 
of l 3 dng in bed on a train, just a few feet above 
the tracks, as it rolls onwards through the night 
into a dark mysterious landscape. 

I woke long before the Asian dawn, partly to 
relish the experience of watching the hill orange 
moon and the stars beyond my window, and 
partly to be ready to see daybreak as we jour¬ 
neyed on towards Bangkok. 

It does not disappoint. It is not just the strange 
splendours of the scenery - the brilliant green 
paddy fields, the water lily-covered ponds, the 
distant smoky mountains - it’s the storks and 
egrets catching their breakfasts, the water buf¬ 
falos lumbering into action, the cyclists who 
wave as they wait at the crossings on their way 
to work, all the homes on stilts with their loving¬ 
ly-tended household shrines. 

We are on the inaugural run of a new journey 
by the Eastern and Oriental Express from the 
Laos border down to Bangkok, and the excite¬ 
ment has been palpable from the moment the 
guard waved his flag at Nong Khai station. 

The new Eurostar might be all about the

speed, but here in south-east Asia the whole 
point is to travel at a more leisurely pace to 
savom- the surroundings. So our train does not 
hurtle along, it progresses at a stately 40mph 
and because much of the trip is along a single 
track there is a certain amount of stopping and 
waiting in a siding for other trains to pass. 

Nor is the journey as physically smooth as 
with modem Western trains. Travelling in the 
aftermath of the rainy season, we realise the 
track is more spongy and hence more bumpy. 

By contrast, inside the train everything is lav¬ 


ish and gorgeous: the last-word in luxury is, 
after all, what people are pa 3 dng for. 

The interiors, by the same team who worked 
on sister train the Venice Simplon Orient 
Express, use wooden marquetry veneers, 
Chinese and Thai lacquer, Malaysian motifs, 
wall carvings, engraved mirrors and hand- 
embroidered silks. 

As well as the sleeping compartments, which 
come in three styles and sizes - the Pullman, 
the State and the residential - there are two 
restaurant cars, a bar car with pianist, and a 
saloon car with reading area and tiny boutique 
selling themed trinkets. There are 40 local and 
European staff to look after the 132 passengers. 

Dinner involves everyone dressed to the nines 
for a feast that combines the flavours of East 
and West. Entertainment comes in the form of 
traditional Thai dancers. 

While we’ve been enjoying ourselves our stew¬ 
ards have been transforming the ‘day setting’ of 
our compartments into welcoming bedrooms. 

In the morning they bring us breakfast and 
reverse the process before we make our way 
slowly into the teeming heart of Bangkok. 

Bangkok was where our journey originally 
began. This was only the last leg of a trip which 
included three days in Thailand’s capital and 
three in Laos’s capital. 

The two cities make a fascinating contrast: 
Bangkok bustling, vibrant, proudly monarchist, 
a riot of colom- and noise and round-the-clock 
activity; Vientiane is softer, sleepier, once 
French-colonial, now firmly Communist cousin. 

The Eastern and Oriental Express offers a 
quite unique perspective of the Far East in the 
21st century.

Check out rental 
cost before letting 

PROPERTY owners looking to let on a 
casual basis should be aware of the com¬ 
plexities of entering the rental market 
according to experts. 

Homeowners who need to relocate but 
are unable to sell in the property market 
downturn are increasingly tmning to 
the rental market for a solution. 

According to the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors’ latest survey of 
members, 28 per cent more reported a 
rise in new tenant lettings than a fall. 

However, John Heron, managing 
director of market analysts Paragon, 
said would-be landlords risk being 
caught out by a number of costs they 
have not been taken into account. 

They also need to be aware of the leg¬ 
islation that applies when renting out. 

For example, if the property is mort¬ 
gaged, the lender’s approval will be 
needed for a change of tenure. 

The rent set should take into account 
void periods and repairs; it is standard 
practice for a lender to insist that rent is 
at least 125 per cent of monthly mort¬ 
gage repayments. 

Also tax implications need to be fiilly 
understood as authorities are clamping 
down on landlords who are not making 
fiill and accurate declarations. 

Committee wants 
VAT cut on repairs 

A PROPOSAL to cut VAT on property 
repair and maintenance has been put 
forward by the influential House of 
Commons Community and Local 
Government Select Committee. 

Members said such action would allow 
landlords to carry out repairs they may 
otherwise have not been able to fund. 

The report said that the tax rate 
means that some properties which 
are just about habitable could 
become derelict because of a lack 
of incentive to undertake improvements 
by landlords. 

It adds that any financial assistance 
would help to bring such homes back 
into the mainstream housing market. 

The proposal will go before MPs for a 
full vote but the majority are believed to 
be in favour of a cut which could reduce 
the 17.5 per cent rate to just five. 

Brian Berry of the Federation of 
Master Builders supports the move. 

He said: “The high rate of VAT on 
building repair acts as a disincentive for 
landlords to maintain their properties. 


New roof? No worry, 
say intrepid buyers

PROPERTIES in need of renovation 
are proving popular with buyers look¬ 
ing for a bargain in the current hous¬ 
ing climate. 

More than half the people who took part in a 
recent survey by lenders said they would be inter¬ 
ested in bu 3 dng a home and working to get it into 
prime condition. 

The research also revealed that period proper¬ 
ties are more popular than modem homes - even 
if they need work done on them. 

Across the county period homes in places such 
as Canterbury, Faversham Rochester and coastal 
towns have been among the most popular on the 
market. 

Buyers say they like the fact that the homes 
have character and by renovating they can easily 
put their own vision into place - something far 
more difficult to achieve in a purpose-built mod¬ 
em home on an estate or development. 

Features such as inglenook fireplaces and origi¬ 
nal beams were among the most popular features 
which appear in home built in previous decades. 

But the major reason is buyers are willing to 
undertake work on home improvements them¬ 
selves in an effort to avoid pa 3 dng top prices for 
desirable homes. 

A total of 52 per cent of respondents to the 
national survey by Yorkshire Bank said they 
would consider the idea of acquiring an older prop¬ 
erty in need of some work. 

This is despite the fact that 42 per cent of those 
who took part agreeing that an older home is a 
“financial gamble”. 

Gary Lumby the bank’s head of retail, said: 
“During the property boom of recent years homes 
in need of repair typically attracted property 
developers with their eye on tmning a profit. 

“However, in the current climate it seems house 
buyers are also on the lookout for a bargain and 
will take on relatively major renovation work, 
such as replacing a roof or rewiring, if it helps 
them to secme their dream home for a more 
affordable price.” 

The survey found 57 per cent of men would not 
be deterred in taking on DIY tasks whereas the 
figure for women was 49 per cent. 

But young professionals bucked the trend 
towards period homes with 69 per cent saying that 
a ready-made home needing no work was top of 
their property wish list.

Forward planning 
will help when time 
conies to hand over 


IT comes to every busi¬ 
ness - the time to hand 
on the baton of power to 
someone else. 

For small and medium size 
enterprises (SMEs) succession 
planning should be an evolving 
process and reviewed on a regular 
basis, according to Chris Gandon, 
a partner at a leading Kent 
accountancy firm.

The 36-year-old had to rmdergo major sur¬ 
gery and miraculously was back leading 
Kent eight weeks later. 

Fulton decided to release the video five 
years after the incident to warn players about 
the importance of taking out insurance. 

The PCA will pay 25,000 for a player 
under-21 who suffers permanent disable¬ 
ment and £20,000 for a player over the 
age of 34.
